Robett L. Johnson, 45, who 


in effect was fired by the board 
for alleged incompetency a n d

Last May, following a public 


hearing, the board backed the 
i ecommendation of Supt. John 
Prasch that Johnson's teaching 
contract be terminated. 


'Personal Feelings' 


Johnson, a two-term president 


of 
the 
Lincoln 
Education 


Association (LEA) and active 
jn teacher salary negotiations, 
indicated in testimony Thursday 
that 
"personal 
feelings" 
of 


board members were involved 
in their decision. 


As a spokesman at various 


times during the past 15 years 
in teacher salary and insurance 
negotiations, Johnson said, he 
"ran into criticism from in- 
dividual board members." 


Ely Feistner, LEA executive 


director, said Johnson "comes 
on pretty strong for teachers," 
and said he believed there is 
antagonism 
between 
certain 


board 
members 
and 
John- 


son. 


Dr. Carroll Sawin, assistant 


superintendent 
for 
personnel, 


agreed Johnson has fulfilled the 
school district's standards for 
professional 
growth, 
but 
in- 


dicated it was his and Prasch's 
opinion that Johnson failed in 
professional growth in "other 
areas."

Under court subpoena, Sawin 


produced the two files in court 
for examination by Johnson's 
attorney, Robert Grimit. 


The files had previously been 


offered to Grimit, but under the 
restriction he made no effort 
to contact the writers of the 
letters or disclose their contents 
publicly. 


Sawin said some of the letters 


were favorable to Johnson.

Washington (UPI) — AFL-CIO President 


George Meany said Thursday workers who lose 
scheduled pay raises during the wage-price 
freeze should consider their contracts canceled 
by President Nixon and feel free to strike. 


Meany, declaring the AFL-CIO would not 


cooperate with the president's effort to control 
inflation, expressed doubt that Nixon could 
successfully manage the economy and urged 
Congress to take over the job from the White 
House. 


The AFL-CIO stand, immediately denounced 


by the business community, came shortly after 
the independent teamsters Union grudgingly 
announced it would cooperate fully with Nixon's 
program. 


'New Bag Of Tricks 


But Meany, in his strongest criticism of 


Nixon, called the president's plan "a new 
bag of tricks ... to further enrich the cor- 
porations at the expense of the poor and needy 
and the public treasury." 


''We're not advocating 
defiance," said 


Meany following a decision by the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council not to support the new 
economic policy. "We just won't cooperate." 


If the wage freeze denies workers a pay 


increase, said Meany, they should consider their 
contracts "nullified by the President of the 
United States." 


Asked by a reporter if they should feel 


free to strike, Meany replied: "In my book, 
they \vould." 


Meany 
and 
the 
council hurled 
their 


strongest criticism ever at the president and 
named him by name rather than directing 
their fire at "the administration" 
as they 


have in the past. 


Scathing Denunciation 


Meany. accused by Labor Secretary James 


D 
Hodgson of being out of step with the 


rank and file in opposing the freeze, was 
scathing in his denunciation of Hodgson and 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally. 


As for Hodgson, he said, "I don't pay too 


much attention to the secretary. When you have 
a problem with the landlord, you don't discuss 
it with the janitor " 


As for Connally, who earlier in the day 


described criticism of Nixon's proposals as 
'•sheer malarkey," the labor leader said Con- 
nally had been too far removed from working 
people in his life to understand them and their 
problems. 


The administration urged all unions Tuesday 


to end current strikes and remain on the job 
during the 90-day freeze, but labor leaders — 
including Meany, President Harry Bridges of 
the striking longshoremen and Leonard Wood- 
cock of the United Auto Workers — refused 
to cooperate. 


Vice President Arch N. Booth of the U.S. 


Chamber of Commerce accused Meany and 
other labor leaders of turning their backs "on 
our nation and its working men and women." 


'Unbelievably Irresponsible' 


President W. P. Gullander of the National 


Association of Manufacturers called the AFL- 
CIO opposition "defiance of the national interest 
and certainly not in the real interest of millions 
of union members . . . unbelievably irrespon- 
sible." 


In pledging teamster support, President 


Frank 
E 
Fitzsimmons 
said there 
were 


inequities in Nixon's program and that his union 
was opposed to economic controls. 


But, he said, "if they are necessary, we 


hail President Nixon's action ... as a bold 
measure 
to preserve the economy of the 


nation."' 


Fitzsimmons, however, called for Nixon to 


extend his economic controls to put a ceiling 
on profits, dividends and interest." 


"Instead of sound solutions, the president 


offered a new bag of tricks." the AFL-CIO 
statement said. "Instead of programs to provide 
employment and meet the real needs of the 
American people, he resorted to Madison 
Avenue gimmickry.'' 


"The administration has chosen to give 


more tax breaks to wealthy corporations . . ."

Military Collision 'Inevitable' 


Cairo UP) — The editor of Egypt's 


semiofficial 
newspaper 
Al 
Ahram 


said Thursday the projected federation 
of Egypt, Syria and Libya comes at 
a time when "a military collision with 
Israel has become inevitable." 


"The forthcoming battle with the 


Israeli enemy," he wrote, "requires 
us to diagnose the new stage in the 
conflict, to define the possible tasks, 
to map out a new strategy to achieve 
the objectives of the new stage and 
finally to outline the responsibilities 
of execution." 


"We must set ourselves a battle 


target of which our potential makes 
us capable," Mohammed Hassanein 
Heikal said. "The Arab nation should 
break the phase of controlled tension 
which is freezing the crisis but not 
by a desperate explosion. A calculated 
explosion should replace controlled 
tension." 


Heikal claimed only Israel and the 


United States have an interest 
in 


maintaining the present state of "con- 
trolled tension" in the Middle East, 
and that the Jewish state must be 
forced to realize it can not impose 
its own terms for a settlement. 


In his authoritative weekly editorial, 


Heikal said the Arab world "sometimes 
seems driven to suicide by its despair 
and inability to bridge the gap between 
its aspirations and the means to 
achieve them." 


The proposed federation, w r o t e 


Heikal, was being born at a time 
when "organic disintegration" in the 
Arab world had never been greater. 


The federation provided the Arabs 


with a new. "glimmer of hope and 
life," Heikal went on. 


He said it would represent 42 million 


people, or half the population of the 
Arab world, be the dominant power 
in the southeastern Mediteranean and 
have the huge material 
resources 


needed for a confrontation w i t h 
Israel. 


The federation should also plan, he 


said, means by which to confront the 
United States and e x p l o r e "that 
unknown giant called China." 


Heikal called as well for the blowing 


away of "summer clouds"' which had 
gathered over Soviet-Arab relations a? 
a result of the abortive Communist 
coup in Sudan. 


Duong Minh Withdraws From Race 


Saigon <#) — Retired Gen. Duong Van 


"Big" Minh withdrew Friday from 
South Vietnam's Oct. 3 presidential 
election, leaving President Nguyen Van 
Thieu as the only candidate. Minh 
charged Thieu with trying to rig the 
voting.

Nguyen Hau Chung, told newsmen the 
general had submitted his withdrawal 
request to the Supreme Court at 8 a.m. 
Friday, and also released what he said 
were "secret documents" allegedly

tacular tours of the United 
States and Canada in the mid 
1880s with William F. (Buffalo 
Bill) Cody In 1887 Buffalo Bill 
invited Sitting Bull 
to 
ac- 


company his show on a tour of 
Europe, but the chief declined. 
"I am needed here. There is 
more talk of taking our lands.'' 


The land grab attempt did not 


come until the following year, 
when a commission, arrived 
from Washington with a pro- 
posal to carve the Great Sioux 
Reservation in the Dakotas into 
six smaller reservations, leaving 
9,000,000 acres open for settle- 
ment. Sitting Bull objected and, 
after failing to win Indian ap- 
proval, 
t h e 
commissioners 


returned 
to Washington and 


recommended that the govern- 
ment ignore the treaty of 1868 
and take the land without con- 
sent of the Indians.

the Messiah. He and Short Bull 
and 
nine 
other 
Sioux 
had 


traveled far toward the place 
where the sun sets, traveled 
until the railroad stopped. 


There they were met by two 


Indians they had never seen 
before, but who greeted them as 
brothers and gave them meat 
and bread. They supplied the 
pilgrims with horses and they 
rode for four suns until they 
came to a camp of Fish Eaters 
(Paiutes) near Pyramid Lake in 
Nevada. 


The Fish Eaters 
told the 


visitors that Christ had returned 
to earth again. Christ must have 
sent tor them to come there,

Connally said Thursday that

Pentagon press spokesman

that military personnel would 
continue to get pay raises based

Connally said this morning 


that the Pentagon statement had 
not been "considered or con- 
doned" by the President's newly 
appointed Cost of Living Coun- 
cil.

Bus service in Lincoln has 


improved at least a little since 
the city took control July 16, 
according to a random sampling 
of Lincolnites who regularly 
ride the buses. 


However, almost all of the 


people questioned also stressed 
that many more improvements 
are needed and the 36 new 
buses expected in early 1972 are 
eagerly awaited. 


Many persons noted that the 


buses have been cleaner and 
more frequently on time in the 
last month, but sometimes they 
still run late. 


'Cleanliness Improved' 


Alfred 
Angell, 
a 
retired 


Lincolnite who often rides the 
bus, said that "especially the 
cleanliness of the buses has 
improved." 


An almost daily bus rider, 


Mrs. Gladys Trayes, said the 
service is a "little better" and 
"at least they are cleaner." 


Mrs. Trayes noted that the 


buses' biggest problem seems 
to be that they haven't "good 
parts" and often "there are no 
buzz straps, the doors don't shut 
•and there aren't even coin 
machines." 


The buses "are less likely to 


be late than they were and they 
have definitely been cleaned 
up," said E. J. Bell, a twice-a- 
day rider. "Anything they did 
to the buses would be an im- 
provement." 


Fewer Breakdowns 


Several persons said they 


have encountered 
fewer bus 


breakdowns in the last month. 


Kathy 
Oswald, 
a 
young 


woman who takes the bus back 
and forth to work each day, 
said "some buses broke down" 
before the city took them over, 
"but lately I've been on none 
that broke down." 


She noted they sometimes 


"are still late" and in fact 
"right now my bus is 10 
minutes late." 


Another woman, Mrs. Merle 


Clancy, said that when the city 
first took control, "the schedule 


was pretty good, but now it's 
back down. Buses are still 
breaking down. I had one break 
down just the other night." 


'Old Ones Won't Last' 


"The city needs new buses 


now," Mrs. Clancy said. "The 
old ones will never last until 
Feb. 1." 


A few people said they are 


taking the bus more frequently 
now than they were before July 
16, but almost everyone said 
they might ride the buses more 
after 
the 
new 
ones 
are 


available. 


Estaleen Long said she is 


taking the bus more frequently 
than she did, "but I'm still 
afraid they might break down 
and I might venture further 
after the new buses are here." 


"Bus service seems a little 


more dependable," said Mrs. 
Charles Huff, "and I'm taking 
the bus more than I used to. 
Now if only they could have 
better service on Sundays." 


"I know I will use the buses 


more after the new buses are 
here," Mrs. Huff said.-

Agriculture Department not sell 
any of its corn stocks at less 
than 10 cents a bushel above the 
recommended $125 loan price 
until Apr 30, 1972, when the 
government grain could be sold 
only after inclusion of storage 
costs.

American wheat growers at 
present was the West Coast dock 
strike which was tying up box- 
cars and barges and causing 
wheat to be piled on the ground 
in Washington and Oregon.

You wonder now and then if the young people of today 


are really any different than they have ever been. One thing 
that surprises many people today is the vast number of young 
people hitch-hiking throughout the country. The tendency among 
many people seems to be to disapprove of the practice. 


Perhaps there are elements of the thing that are not good 


but hasn't something like it long been a part of our heritage? 
The flight of youth in search of adventure and maybe fortune 
is not something new to the current generation. 


And when you look at the hitch-hikers and hear their 


story, it isn't the wild thing you might otherwise believe it 
to be. There is no question that many youth are on the 
move. Major highways from east to west are crowded with 
young people looking for a lift to some spot down the road. 


* 
The New York Times went out and talked to some of 


them. The Times concluded that "one of the great lures to 
hitchhikers is the chance to do things for themselves, to make 
their own mistakes." 


Explained one young hitch-hiker: "I want to learn how 


to function without my parents." Another said that "a lot 
of people are really bored where we come from. They want 
to get out and go somewhere but not many of them have 
the money or the parents who will let them." 


The same thought was expressed by another youngster: 


"One thing you see is how many lonely people there are. 
People pick us up and pour out their life stories to us. That's 
been the unifying thing, the loneliness of the people." 


One young man said that he wanted "to see what America 


was like instead of just reading about it." Another hiker explain- 
ed that the open road was the only place where people are 
accepted for what they are. No one's past is important on 
the open road, he said. 


* 
Perhaps it was all summed up by two youths who told 


The Times that adulthood is a sentence of doom hanging over 


. their heads. They felt that youth was fleeting. 


"I guess," one of them said, "it's what they call freedom. 


It feels good but it can't last too long. Sometime in your 
life, you've got to settle down in one spot. It's really cool 
to travel around, but I guess you've got to find something." 


Not very many adults could say that they never have 


shared any of the feelings of these hikers. Not many can say 
even that such feelings still are not within them. 


If the young people are wrong, it is probably in their 


timing. It is true enough that youth is fleeting, although some 
young people have a tough time understanding this. 


It is fleeting in the sense that it is an exhilarating time 


of life that seems to be over before you know it. It is the 
time of life that people like to look back upon but that they 
would not necessarily prefer to the present time. 


This, perhaps, is one of the things the young people are 


overlooking. 


* 
They think that life is passing them by when they have 


hardly just begun to live it. Adulthood looks like doomsday 
to them but they simply do not know that this attitude will 
change, that all stages of life have certain rewards as well 
as liabilities. 


As for seeing the country, they haven't much confidence 


in themselves if they think that opportunity suddenly passes 
one by at age 21, or any other magic year. The truth is 
that there are many more adults seeing the world than young 
people.

, , 


They are seeing it in the pursuit of business and pleasure, 


the latter a result of whatever financial security they have 
managed to acquire. Thus, they are seeing it as a product 
of their work and this certainly makes the experience no 
less rewarding and enjoyable. 


But the young people of today will find out what every 


past generation has discovered—that life does not end at any 
specific point, that each tomorrow is as precious as the last one 
and that living is an endless string of experiences, some of them 
bad, some of them good, but all of them a part of the challenge 
of being alive.

WASHINGTON — Intriguing 


details are now seeping out ot 
Peking 
about the

between the two titans of com- 
munism, Russia and 
China,

Some Chinese officials, in the 


flowery language of the Orient, 
speak of the struggle as "The 
Dance of the Bear and the 
Dragon." 


In wary conversations with 


Westerners, the Red Chinese 
are now telling their side of the 
story. 


The 
Chinese 
Communist 


Party started out as a branch 
of the Comintern, controlled 
body and soul by Moscow. The 
Kremlin sought to organize a 
Soviet-style workers' revolution 
in China, with the new factory 
workers of the cities as the 
base. 
. 
But Mao Tse-tung, rejecting 


Soviet dogma as less valuable 
than excrement which at least 
could be used to fertilize the 
fields, gained control of the 
party and o r g a n i z e d a 
peasants' revolution rooted m 
the soil. 
# & •£ 


His chief rival, Li Li-san, fled 


to Moscow. Li returned at the 
end of World War II with the 
Soviet troops that marched into 
Manchuria and again sought to 
bring the Chinese communists 
under Soviet influence. 


Not only did Mao prevail, but 


he made friendly overtures to 
the U.S. Washington rebuffed 
his offer of friendship, furnish- 
ed military aid instead to 
Chiang Kai-shek and forced the 
Chinese communists back into 
an alliance with Russia. 


With the bitter comment that 


Americans think "the moon in 
America is rounder than the 
moon in China," Mao became 
an implacable foe of the U.S. 


But more pragmatic Chinese 


officials, 
including 
Premier 


Chou En-lai, reportedly favored 
maintaining contacts with the 
U.S. in order to avoid domina- 
tion by the Soviet 
colossus 


across the border. 


Some of them now claim that 


the Kremlin pushed China into 
the Korean war and tried to 
goad China into the Vietnam 
war to inflame American opi- 
nion against the Chinese. These 
officials attribute a quarter 
century of Chinese-American 
enmity 
largely 
to 
Soviet 


Machiavellianism. 


In any event, Mao was never 


a willing puppet, and strains 
soon developed in the Chinese- 
Russian alliance. 
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The Red army marshals still 


believe, according to the latest 
intelligence reports, that Pek- 
ing understands only strength 
and considers concession to be 
signs of weakness. 


A nuclear cloud, therefore, 


still hangs 
ominously over 


China, causing the 
feverish 


construction of 
underground 


tunnels and fortifications. 


The prospect of a Chinese- 


A m e r i c a n rapproachment, 
meanwhile, 
has 
given 
the 


world's balance of power a tilt 
— a tilt that Moscow clearly 
regards as menacing. Intelli- 
gence reports indicate that 
the Kremlin w a s severely 
rocked by President Nixon's ap- 
proach to Peking. 


U.S. Efforts 'In Vain' 


"It looks as though all the sacrifice, all 


the blood and dollars we have invested here 
will be as I feared — in vain. The result 
of 10 years of war for self-determination will 
be a crooked election," concluded Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson III after his own investigation of 
charges by critics of South Vietnamese Presi- 
dent Nguyan Van Thieu that the upcoming 
presidential election Oct. 3 will be rigged. 


Stevenson's 
observation 
shouldn't 
b e 


dismissed on the ground that it is hindsight 
born of anti-war bias. He sees a bleak future 
for South Vietnam if the people are not 
represented by a popularly, freely elected 
government. Stevenson sides with those who 
want the U.S. to take more of a hand m 
trying to keep the election straight. 


There is nothing inconsistent in the U.S. 


interfering in Vietnamese affairs to get "an 
honest election, since self-determination is what 
it's all about," Stevenson believes. It should 
be added that the US. should interfere, too, 
on behalf of all its prior sacrifices. 


The solution offered by the Illinois senator 
to set a definite withdrawal date for 
s 


American troops prior to the election ''so the 
Vietnamese people will know we aren't going 
to stay here to prop up the Thieu regime." 


Propping up is what it will take, if the 


Thieu government is to have any hope of 
controlling the South Vietnam country side. 
The Viet Cong political arm has been hard 
at work in the wake of accelerated American 
troop withdrawals. 


An analysis of American pacification ef- 


forts released last weekend showed that the 
number of Viet Cong-controlled hamlets has 
risen from zero to 40 in the country's most 
populous province and the rural security has 
declined for the first time in two years in 
every one of the five provinces comprising 
the northern-most military region. The slip-

American troops 


It is debatable that even with a strong, 


popular government in Saigon, that the rural 
hamlets and much of the land area wouldn't 
come under communist domination. But with 
self-imposed, one-man rule in Saigon, the 
future looks even darker.

And one of the 
goals of integrating the schools is to provide 
for quality education for children of all races. 


But the overriding goal of equal educa- 


tional opportunity and the means of achieving 
it by busing or other desegregation devices 
involving the enrollment of children in one 
neighborhood hi schools in another are being 
frustrated by a number of emotional factors, the 
deep-seated human involvement in community 
pride and cultural heritage among them. 


It is highly unusual that Gov. George 


Wallace would be welcomed into the com- 
munity by the Negro leaders of Hobson City, 
Ala. But not when the governor signs and 
executive order permitting integration at all 
12 grade levels in area school systems. A 
federal court had mandated that children in 
the first three grades in Hobson City and 
neighboring Oxford would attend the Hobson 
school while fourth through twelfth graders 
in both communities would go to Oxford. This, 
according to Hobson City leaders, would rob

the little all-black community of much of 
its pride: extra-curricular school activities, 
that is, athletics and the band. Not important? 
Important enough for Hobson City to applaud 
Gov. Wallace. 


Parents in San Francisco's Chinatown 


have asked the Supreme Court to block the 
busing 
of 
some 
6,500 
Chinese-American 


youngsters outside their neighborhood as re- 
quired by a prior court order. 


If Chinese youngsters are bused out of 


Chinatown, Dr. Dennis Wong, a community 
spokesman said, they would be unable to 
attend afternoon classes in Chinese language, 
history and art which are operated and paid 
for by the Chinese community. "It is the 
culture, the cultural value of the Chinese 
tradition, that has kept most of us going 
to obtain as high an education as we can, 
to be as good a citizen as we can, to do 
as much for society as we can." 


These arguments against busing are com- 


pelling, but the question remains: can excep- 
tions be made? The answer is in trial and 
error and patience. 


The kids aren't giving up. 
In the '50s during a battle 


to stave off efforts to insure 
blacks of rights they'd never 
had, kids were on the front lines 
t r y i n g 
to *.'«*» 


register voters 
and s e c u r e 
those 
c i v i l 


rights for all 
citizens. 


In the '60s, 


during a war 
h a l f - w a y 
around 
t h e 


world, 
k i d s 
Wall 


were on the front lines again 
—over there doing the fighting, 
at home marching to get it 
stopped. 


It's young people who have 


been a good deal of the con- 
science of this country on vital 
issues for the past couple of 
decades, and it's encouraging 
to see now that they aren't 
giving up. 


The evidence, in fact, seems 


to indicate they are willing to 
do more and more all the time 
to try to help solve the nation's 
most pressing problems. 


We ought not overlook, of 


course, the apparent 
dicho- 


tomies that also e x i s t in 
the generation under 30: that 
some are guilty of the very 
thing they claim to abhor. 


But while the older genera- 


tion is turning its attention to 
an economy that threatens the 
next pay raise, kids seem to 
be turning out in larger and 
larger numbers to help those 
on the still-ragged edges of 
poverty and insecurity. 


While the adult world is 


thinking of newer and newer 
ways to increase the Gross 
National Product, kids seem 
to be more concerned about 
another GNP — the gross na- 
tional psychology. 


While adults seem to have 


found the key to 
economic 


security (at least it appeared 
they had for a while), kids are 
looking for ways to help those 
who haven't yet made it. 


And in the face of national 


economic difficulties, 
bigger 


perhaps than any since the war 
pulled 
us 
out 
of 
t h e 


depression, the youngsters can 
be found trying to find new 
ways to help their 
fellow 


man. 
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Recent case in point is the 


NOVA program at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. 


What it offers is a chance for 


kids to live in poverty com- 
munities, 
with 
poverty-level 


subsistence allowances and lit- 
tle or no pay. 


They will get college credit 


for their work in a non-profit 
agency 
or 
in 
government, 


serving the public welfare, but 
they'll even have to pay tuition 
for the credit (and they'll pay 
the new, higher rates, even 
during the freeze 
on other 


prices). 


Funny thing, though—there 


are already more applicants 
than positions the university 
will be able to provide this 
year. 


(Maybe we're finally on the 


way to an effective Peace 
Corps at home, by utilizing 
college kids and giving them 
school credit at the 
same 


time. 


(They've been 
demanding 


relevancy — the kind of rele- 
vancy that puts them 
into 


the real world sooner. Perhaps 
it's finally here. 


(We all ought to be ready, 


though, when the kids the 
government is paying and the 
university 
is 
enrolling 
are 


showing up on the front lines at 
home helping poor people be 
heard—because if they 
are 


going to help the poor, some of 
them are bound to be on hand 
when the poor attempt to gain 
a bigger voice in how this 
society works.) 


NOVA isn't the only thing on 


the horizon, 
however, 
that 


shows what at least some 
young people are willing to do 
these days. 


On the university's Lincoln 


campuses, for e x a m p l e , 
students are ready to go to the 
rest of the state to try to raise 
funds 
so 
more low-income 


students can be enrolled. 


The idea for PACE, as it's 


known, started with the student 
g o v e r n m e n t organization 


(ASUN) and developed into a . 
plan which permits students to 
add $3.50 to their tuition checks 
to provide scholarship money 
for others. 


What may be a new orienta- 


tion among the student leaders 
at the university showed up last • 
spring, too, at the time in- 
nocents and Mortarboards were 
tapped for membership in the 
senior honoraries. 


There were fewer queens, 


princes and fraternity leaders, 
and more editors and students , 
who had long lists of activities 
in the community helping peo- 
ple less fortunate than they. 


It's a trend that can be seen 


as far down the academic lad: 
der as grade schools, too, as 
more and more youngsters find 
more and more constructive 
avenues for their concern. 


And most of the work is being 


done with little or no pay, ex- 
cept in the satisfaction of being 
a brother to the rest of man- 
kind. 


That's a big lesson for a 


whole lot of the rest of us. 


It's a big lesson for those of 


us who were grouching this • 
week because we wouldn't get 
a pay raise for the next three 
months, while a lot of young 
people were trying to figure out 
ways to aid those who don't 
have a job, at all, or whose 
employment 
brings 
t h e m 


poverty-level pay. 


S t e r e o t y p e s are often 


dangerous, of course, and there 
are a whale of a lot of adults 
who care and kids who don't. 


But I can't help thinking it'll 


be the kids who are the nation's 
conscience on a lot of the im- 
portant issues ahead, as they 
have been in the past. 


And I hope now that the 


young have the vote, adults will 
be smart enough to show them 
the way to the polls (rather 
than pushing them into streets) 
to dislodge from government 
some of those who liave held 
elected positions so unworthily 
for so long. 


That would be the best way 


for the adult world to show they 
have faith in constructive ac- 
tion, too.

Involved State Registration Requirements 


Keep Large Uninformed Groups From Polls 
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WASHINGTON — Back in 


1948, I served 
as a 
voter 


registrar 
in Moore County, 


N.C As I recall it, the law re- 
quired me to have the books 
open for new registrants at a 
designated 
place 
on 
three 


specified Saturdays. Those who 
wanted to register had to do it 
on those particular days, at 
that particular place: other- 
wise, they had to find me 
and hope that I had 
the 


registration books on hand. 
There was no established way 
for people to find out who the 
registrar was, or where he liv- 
ed and worked, and the only 
advertising of the three Satur- 
day registration days was in 
fine print on the classified ad 
page of the local weekly. 


It happened that year that 


certain political leaders 
in 


Moore County were strong for 
an 
underdog 
gubernatorial 


candidate 
named 
W. 
Kerr 


Scott, 
later 
governor 
and 


senator, one of 
the 
great 


political figures of my ex- 
p e r i e n c e . A high-powered 
registration campaign was put 
on and my three 
working 


Saturdays (I was paid $6 'a 
day) were nightmarish, with 
long lines in front of my desk 
from dawn to dusk. 


\ don't recall whether Kerr 


Scott carried Moore County, 
although he won the state 
election in a runoff; but that 
experience first suggested to 
me that something was badly 
wrong with the way we organise 


voting in this country. 


/ 
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I know now that in that 


regard, Moore County was all 
too typical. 


Statistics tell the story. In 


1968, in a voting population of 
120 million, only 73 million 
voted. Richard Nixon received 
31 million votes, but half again 
as many peaple — 47 million — 
did not vote at all. The chiei 
obstacle was 
obviously the 


maze of registration require- 
ments because, of the 82 mil- 
liam 
Americans who were 


registered, 89.4 per cent ac- 
tually voted. And a Census 
Bureau study shows that of 
voting-age persons not voting, 
72 
per 
cent 
had 
been 


specifically ruled out by some 
registration requirement. 


t i, 
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That same year, 
analysis 


shows, 75 4 per cent of 
the 


white voting population was 
registered, and 69.1 per cent 
voted; but only 66.2 per cent of 
eligible blacks were registered 
and only 57.6 per cent voted. At 
the lowest educational level, 
49.6 per cent were registered 
and 38.4 per cent voted, while 
at the highest level, 87.9 per 
cent were registered and 85.7 
per cent voted. So it was with 
family income: at the lowest 
level, 65.3 per 
cent 
were 


registered and 53.5 per cent 
voted, compared to 87.8 per 
cent registered and 84.1 per 
cent voting 
at 
the 
highest 


level. 


All national elections follow 


the same pattern. One reason 
for it is that the poor and the 
disadvantaged tend to be unin- 
formed 
about 
l e g a l 
re- 


quirements, mistrustful of the 
law, skeptical about politics 
and politicians, and frequently 
nomadic. But another is that 
registration laws — literacy 
tests, for example—often have 
been designed precisely to ex- 
clude them as "undesirable." 
And there is a long history of 
deliberate legal exclusion of 
blacks, 
Orientals, 
Indians, 


people with criminal records or 
bad reputations—in Louisiana, 
for instance, the partners in a 
common law marriage. Nine 
state exclude paupers. 
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Not only the lower ranks of 


society suffer exclusion from 
the electorate, 
h o w e v e r . 


Political leaders have long 
known that it is easier to 
"control" a small 
electorate 


than a large one; hence the 
history of such devices as the 
poll tax, now outlawed. Thirty- 
three 
states 
have one-year 


residency requirements; 33 re- 
quire some county residence 
period; the same number a 
precinct residency. The net 
results is to exclude about 5 per 
cent of the potential electorate; 
about 6 million persons were 
denied the vote in 1968 by 
residency r e q u i r e m e n t s 
alone. 


This has been partially cor- 


rected by a federal law waiving 


state residency requirements 
for presidential voting. 
But 


Congress has not yet extended 
the waiver to other 
federal 


elections, as several pending 
bills would do. But what really 
is needed is a simple, com- 
prehensive, 
non-partisan 
na- 


tional registration system for 
federal elections, which the 
states could then adopt if they 
chose. 


One such plan is the so-called 


Universal 
Enrollment 
Plan, 


which would utilize a mass of 
f e d e r a l l y 
trained 
and 


supervised volunteers to con- 
duct nationwide door-to-door 
registration 
c a n v a s s e s . 


Sen. 
Edward Kennedy 
has 


proposed 
a 
free 
postcard 


method and a national com- 
puter registration system in the 
Census Bureau. Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey advocates distribu- 
ting registration forms with 
income tax blanks. 


Some such federal initiative 


clearly is the only way to 
sweep away the maze of state, 
restrictions. Senate hearings on 
the subject are scheduled for 
September, and it is not yet too 
late to improve the situation for 
1972. At the very least, the new 
consitutional right extended to 
young piople ought not to be 
compromised by arcane and 
archaic state laws.

As a village and a society, we 


are promoting s u p p o r t i v e 
services for the aged outside 
the nursing home. We do say, 
however, not to expect too 
much. 


For maximum custodial care 


ns*ientc who need to be fed 
bathed, dressed, walked 
or 


wheeled, etc., the state pro- 
vides only 45 cents an hour, or 
$11 a day. It is hard to get a 
motel room at that rate. Faced 
with such meager 
income, 


nursing homes are often forced 
to 
provide only 
the 
bare 


necessities and even these must 
be subsidized by their private 
paying residents. 


These nursing homes cannot 


afford 
these 
quality-giving 


factors such as social services, 
p r o f e ssional 
rehabilitate 


services, etc., that oftentimes 
enable the better homes to send 
their patients back to their own 
homes or at least make life 
much more comfortable and 
enjoyable. Our state welfare 
people know this. All Nebraska 
now needs are taxpayers who 


will each pay just a few more 
cents.

The sources, in Bonn, who 


asked not to be named, said 
the ambassadors of the United 
States, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union made sufficient 
progress at their 
marathon 


meeting Wednesday to order a 


draft text of an agreement. 


East Germany's official ADN 


news agency reported Thursday 
night that Gromyko was in East 
Berlin for consultations during 
the past few days. It appeared 
likely that the Soviet foreign 
minister 
was 
directing 
the 


Soviet side in the unprecedented 
six meetings in nine days on 
the Berlin question. 


ADN said Gromyko met with 


Erich Honecker, secretary of 
the official East German party, 
and Pyotr Abrasimov, Soviet 
ambassador to East Germany 
and chief Soviet negotiator in 
the Berlin talks, which resume 
Monday.

Two-Day Wait 


For two days Kicking Bear 


and his friends waited at Walker 
Lake with hundreds of other In- 
dians speaking in dozens of dif- 
ferent tongues. These Indians 
had come from many reserva- 
tions to see the Messiah. 


Just before sundown on the 


third day the Christ appeared, 
and the Indians made a big fire 
to throw light on him. Kicking 
Bear had always thought that 
Christ \\ as a white man like the 
missionaries, 
but 
this 
man 


looked like an Indian. 


After a while he rose and 


spoke to the waiting crowd. "I 
have sent for you and am glad 
to see you," he said. "I am 
going to talk to you after a while 
about your relatives who are 
dead and gone. My children, I 
want you to listen to all I have 
to say to you. I will teach you 
how to dance a dance, and I 
want you to dance it. Get ready 
for your dance, and when the 
dance is over, I will talk to 
you." 


Then he commenced to dance, 


everybody joining in, the Christ 
singing while they danced They 


anced the Dance of the Ghosts 
ntil late at night, when the 
Messiah told them they had 
anced enough. 


Looked for Scars 


Next morning, Kicking Bear 


_nd the others went up close to 
he Messiah to see if he had the 
cars of crucifixion which the 
missionaries on the reservations 
had told them about. There was 
a scar on his wrist and one on 
us face, but they could not see 
his feet, because he was wearing 
moccasins. Throughout the day 


; talked to them. 
In the beginning, he said, God 


made the earth, and then sent 
Christ to earth to teach the peo- 
ple, but white men had treated 
um badly, leaving scars on his 
jody, and so he had gone back 
o heaven Now he had returned 
o earth as an Indian, and he 
was to renew everything as it 
used to be and make it better. 


CARMICHAEL 


AFTER t\H COOK-OUT 


In the next springtime, when 
he grass was knee high, the 
earth would be covered with 
new soil which would bury all 
he white men, and the new land 
would be covered with sweet 
grass and running water a n d 
rees. Great herds of buffalo and 
wild horses would come back. 
The Indians who danced the 
Ghost Dance would be taken up 
in the air and suspended there 
while a wave of new earth was 
passing, and then they would be 
set down among the ghosts of 
their ancestors on the new 


;arth, where only Indians would 
ivc 


After a few days at Walker 


Lake, Kicking Bear and his 
friends learned how to dance the 
Ghost Dance and then they 
mounted their horses to return 
to the railroad. As they rode 
along, the Messiah flew above 
them in the air, teaching them 
songs for the new dance. 


Told Them To Return 


At the railroad, he left them, 


telling them to return to their 
people and teach what they had 
learned When the next winter 
was passed, he would bring the 
ghosts of their fathers to meet 
them in the new resurrection. 


After returning to Dakota, 


Kicking Bear had started the 
new dance at Cheyenne River, 
Short Bull had brought it to 
Rosebud, and others were in- 
troducing it at Pine Ridge. Big 
Foot's band of Mmneconjous, 
Kicking Bear said, was made up 
mostly of women who had lost 
husbands or other male rela- 
tives m fights with Long Hair 
and Three Stars 
and Bear 


Coat, they danced until they 
fainted, because they wanted to 
bring their dead warriors back. 


Sitting Bull listened to all that 


Kicking Bear had to relate about 
the Messiah and the Ghost 


Dance. He did not believe it was 
possible for dead men to return 
and live again, but his people 
had heard of the Messiah and 
were fearful he would pass them 
by and let them disappear when 
the new resurrection 
came, 


unless they joined in the danc- 
ing. 


Sitting Bull had no objections 


to his people dancing the Ghost 
Dance, but he had heard that 
agents at some reservations 
were bringing soldiers in to stop 
the ceremonies. He did not want 
soldiers coming in to frighten 
and perhaps shoot their guns at 
his people. 


Sacred Garments 


Kicking Bear replied that if 


the Indians wore the sacred 
garments of the Messiah — 
Ghost Shirts painted with magic 
symbols — no harm couldi come 
to them Not even the bullets of 
the 
Bluecoats' 
guns 
could 


penetrate a Ghost Shirt. 


With some skepticism, Sitting

Bull invited Kicking Bear to re- 
main with his band at Standing 
Rock and teach them the Dance 
of the Ghosts. This was in the 
Moon of Falling Leaves, and 
across the West on almost every 
Indian reservation the Ghost 
Dance was spreading like a 
prairie fire under a high wind. 


Agitated Indian Bureau in- 


spectors and Army officers from 
Dakota to Arizona, from Indian 
Territory 
to Nevada, 
were 


trying to fathom the meaning of 
it. By early autumn the official 
word was Stop the Ghost Dan- 
cing. 


"You must not hurt anybody 


or do harm to anyone. You must 
not fight. Do right always," the 


Messiah commanded. Preaching 
nonviolence and brotherly love, 
the doctrine called for no action 
by the Indians except to dance 
and sing. The Messiah would 
bring their resurrection. 


Agents Became Alarmed 


But because the Indians were 


dancing, the agents became 
alarmed 
and 
notified 
the 


soldiers, and the soldiers began 
to march. 


I n d i a n a g e n t J a m e s 


McLaughlin notified the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs that 
the real power behind the 
1'pernicious system of religion" 
at Standing Rock was Sitting 
Bull. 


By mid-November G h o s t 


Dancing was so prevalent on the 
Sioux reservations that almosi 
all other activities came to a 
halt. No pupils appeared at the 
schoolhouses, the trading stores 
were empty, no work was done 
on the little farms. 


At Pine Ridge the frightened 


agent telegraphed Washington:

Just before daybreak on Dec. 


15 1890- 43 Indian police sur- 
rounded Sitting Bull's log cabin. 
Lt. Bull Head, the 
Indian 


policeman in charge of the par- 
ty, found Sitting Bull asleep on 
the floor. When he was awaken- 
ed 
the 
chief 
stared 
in- 


credulously at Bull Head. "What 
do you want here?" he asked. 


"You are my prisoner," said 


Bull Head. "You must go to the 
agency." 


Sitting Bull yawned and sat 


up. "All right," he replied, "let 
me put on my clothes and I'll go 
with you.'' He 
asked 
the 


policeman to have his horse 
saddled. 


Proud of Dancers 


When Bull Head 
emerged 


rom the cabin with Sitting Bull 
e found a crowd of Ghost 
Dancers gathering outside. They 
utnumbered the police four to 
ne. Catch-the-Bear, one of the 
ancers, moved toward Bull 


Head. "You think you are going 
o take him," Catch-the-Bear 
houted. "You shall not do it!" 


"Come now," Bull Head said 


quietly to his prisoner, "do not 
isten to anyone." But Sitting 
Bull held back, making it 
necessary for Bull Head and 
Sgt. 
Red Tomahawk to force 


lim toward his horse. 


At this moment, Catch-the- 


Bear threw off his blanket and 
brought Up a rifle. He fired at 
Bull Head, wounding him in the 
side. As Bull Head fell, he tried 
to shoot his assailant, but the 
bullet struck Sitting Bull in- 
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stead. Almost 
Red Tomahawk shot 
through the head and killed 


him.During the firing, the old show 


that Buffalo 
Bill had 


nreseuted to Sitting Bull began 
fj go through his tricks He sa 
upright, raised one hoof, and it 
seemed to those who watched 
that he was performing the 
Dance of the Ghosts. But as soon 
as the horse ceased his dancing 
and wandered away, the wild 
fighting resumed, and only the 
arrival of the cavalry detach- 
ment saved the Indian police 
from extinction.

By mid-No v ember G h o s t 
Da ncing wa s so prev a lent o n the 
Sio ux reserv a tio ns tha t a lmo st 
a ll o ther a ctiv ities ca me to a 
ha lt. No pupils a ppea red a t the 
scho o lho uses, the tra ding sto res 
were empty , no wo rk wa s do ne 
o n the little fa rms. 
At Pine Ridge the frightened 
agent telegraphed Washington; 


‘Indians are dancing in the 
snow and are wild and crazy 
. . . We need protection and we 
need it now. The leaders should 
be arrested and confined at 
some military post until the 
matter is quieted, and this 
should be done at once.” 
Just before daybreak on Dec. 
15, 1890, 43 Indian police sur­ 
rounded Sitting Bull’s log cabin. 
Lt. Bull Head, the 
Indian 
policeman in charge of the par­ 
ty, found Sitting Bull asleep on 
the floor. When he was awaken­ 
ed, 
the 
chief 
stared 
in­ 
credulously at Bull Head. ‘‘What 
do you want here?” he asked. 
‘‘You are my prisoner,” said 
Bull Head. ‘‘You must go to the 
agency.” 
Sitting Bull yawned and sat 
up. ‘‘AH right,” he replied, ‘‘let 
me put on my clothes and I’ll go 
with 
you.”

policeman to have his horse 
saddled. 
Proud of Dancers 
When Bull Head 
emerged 


he found a crowd of Ghost 
Dancers gathering outside. They 
outnumbered the police four to 
one. Catch-the-Bear, one of the 
dancers, moved toward Bull 
Head. “ You think you are going 
to take him,” Catch-the-Bear 
shouted. “ You shall not do it!” 
“ Come now,” Bull Head said 
quietly to his prisoner, “ do not 
listen to anyone.” But Sitting 
Bull held back, 
making 
it 
necessary for Bull Head and 
Sgt. Red Tomahawk to force 
him toward his horse. 
At this moment, Catch-the- 
Bear threw off his blanket and 
brought up a rifle. He fired at 
Bull Head, wounding him in the 
side. As Bull Head fell, he tried 
to shoot his assailant, but the 
bullet struck Sitting Bull in 


through the head and killed 
him. 
During the tiring, the old show 
horse that Buffalo Billi had 
presented to Sitting Bull tegan 
to go through his tricks He sat 
upright, raised one hoof, and it 
seemed to those who watched 
that he was performing the 
Dance of the Ghosts. But as soon 
as the horse ceased his dancing 
and wandered away, the wild 
fighting resumed, and only the 
arrival of the cavalry detach­ 
ment saved the Indian police 
from extinction.

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Nixon's Economic Policies Said /Heavily Biased' Against Consumers 


W a s h i n g t o n 
(UPI) - 


Economist Walter Heller prais- 
ed President Nixon Thursday for 
stepping 
in to rescue 
the 


economy, but he criticized his 
new policy as "heavily biased" 
against consumers. 


"The president has moved 


from do nothing to do something, 
from a no-no to a go-go policy," 
the former presidential adviser 
told the joint economic com- 
mittee's opening hearing into 
Nixon's policy proposals. 


But, he 
said, 
the 
pro- 


gram out-lined by Nixon Sunday 
night amounted to "raw meat 
for business while the consumer 
gets little more than a soup 
bone." 


Heller, chairman of the 


Council of Economic Advisers 
under Presidents John F. Ken- 
nedy and Lyndon B. Johnson 
said Nixon's 90-day wage-price 
freeze was "great for openers, 
but the question is, where do we 
go from here?" 


"The president took historic 


initiatives," Heller 
said 
in 


praising 
Nixon 
for 
taking 


positive steps to halt inflation 
and protect the dollar in foreign 
markets. "The economic world 
will never quite be the same 
again." 


But he criticized Nixon's pro- 


gram as being "heavily biased 
against the low and moderate 
income earner" while providing 
$9 billion in relief for business 
and industry. 


Nixon's plan, part of which 


must be approved by Congress, 


would impose a 19% increase on 
most import duties, remove the 
7% excise tax on automobiles, 
and establish a 10% investment 
tax credit for businessmen. 


Among other things, Heller 


said the investment tax credit 
should be scrapped and con- 
sumers be aided by delaying the 
scheduled increase in Social 
Security taxes. 


He also characterized the 10% 


surtax on imports as "ques- 
tionable," but agreed with the 
administration's plan not to 


freeze interest rates or profits. 


Heller warned, however, that 


the country must 
not 
be 


permitted to "slip into a pro- 
gram of permanent control" at 
the end of the 90-day wage^price 
freeze. 


He suggested that further 


economic controls be applied by 
"wage price tranquilizers" in 
the form of a wage-price board 
that would set guidelines. But 
for these to work, Heller said, 
the government would have to 
encourage "labor and industry 


to hammer out some 
social compact."

.state. That is the position of 
secretary of state, according to 
S t u a r t 
Wheeler 
of 
the 


Legislative Council in Lincoln. 


This would make it possible 


for a young person in the state 
far removed from Nebraska lo 
vie for election 
secretary of state. 


Nothing would 


as Nebraska 


prevent him 


from running, but once elected 
he would have to become a 
resident of the state. 


Wheeler said the only problem 


that could come with an out-of- 
ftate resident being elected 
secretary of state would be one 
of succession. The offices of 
g o v e r n o r 
and lieutenant 


governor both have age and 
residency 
requirements, 
and 


Wheeler pointed out a ticklish 
situation could result if the line 
of 
succession 
should 
ever 


progress down to the secretary 
of state. 


Although there are residency 


requirements, there are still

people could hold. There are no 
age requirements for the offices 
of state treasurer, auditor, state 
s e n a t o r , state board of 
education or county offices.

dummy. If North produces the 
queen, let him win it. If he 
follows low, play the king from 
dummy. Return to your hand 
with a spade and lead the jack 
of diamonds. If North produces 
the queen, let him win it. In 
either case you make the 
contract. If North follows low 
on the second diamond lead, 
win with the ace and play 
another diamond, praying that 
North started with three of 
them.

Lawrence Murphy, attorney 


for the Nebraska Chiropractic

chiropractors. They're always 
bitting us with a cloud of 
technicalities." 
T h e 
controversy 
centers 


around 
LB196 and the

terpretation of the term "in- 
surance policy." 


LB196, enacted Dec. 25, 1969, 


ordered insurance companies to 
pay 
compensation 
to 
any 


licensed medical practitioner 
w h e t h e r 
medical 
doctor, 


osteopath or chiropractor for 
treatment covered in clients' 
policies. Prior to LB196 in- 
surance companies did not have 


to reimburse policyholders for 
chiropractic treatment. 


Murphy and the NCPA argued 


that Pyramid Insurance Co. of 
Mission, Kan., has not been 
c o m p e n s a t i n g Nebraska 
chiropractors, citing two in- 
stances of nonpayment. 


However, 
Donald 
Martin, 


a 11 o r ney 
representing 
the 


Pyramid Insurance Co., said 
these policies were purchased 
prior to LB196 and there is no 
clause in the bill making it 
retroactive. 


Walter Whelan, Pyramid vice 


president, 
said, 
"To 
my 


knowledge we have paid all 
chiropractors' bills on policies 
purchased since Dec. 25, 1969. 
However, we did not pay the 
two bills mentioned because 
they were purchased before 1969 
and because the policies did not 
cover chiropractors' services. 


"Our policies 
now include 


payment 
for 
any 
treatment 


specified by the policy whether 


administered by a doctor or 
chiropractor." 


Viewed As Continuous 


Whelan said he viewed in- 


surance policies as one con- 
tinuous act and not as a new 
contract with every premium 
payment. 


Murphy disagreed with the 


continuous act approach to 
insurance. He said that people 
do not have any insurance until 
they pay the premium which 
in effect creates a new con- 
tract. 


So, 
according 
to Murphy, 


purchasers of contracts prior to 
LB196 are still bound to pay 
for chiropractors' services. 


"It's 
analogous to the civil 


rights act. Prior policies are 
discriminated a g a i n s t . It's 
unfortunate that Pyramid did 
not follow the spirit of the law,"

caseworker, Miss Mary Jane 
Ratcliffe. 
The brief said Mrs. Bohannon 


I did everything in her power to 
get off the welfare rolls, but 
the department "insisted" she 
accept the ADC payments. 


"It is reasonable to assume 


that somebody put the heat on 
the welfare department because 
of

loose operation. That 


department had to find a fall 
guy and chose this defendant 


as its victim," the brief said. 


Mrs. Bohannon, win had been 


on relief since her Mivorce in

G u p t a , 
NU professor of 


economics, said. 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon's new 


economic policy is "full of 
pitfalls and can fail to produce 
the 
results 
it 
intends 
to 


achieve," Gupta said. 


It May Backfire 


"The 90-day wage and price 


freeze is likely to blow up in 
our faces because both wages 
and prices will rise suddenly 
to much higher levels at the 
end of the period." 


Thus, Gupta said, "we might 


end,up -with a short period of 
stable prices and sharp in- 
creases in wages and prices at 
the end of the 90-day period." 


It 
is 
unlikely 
that 
the 


President's policy package will 
s t i m u l a t e investment and 
thereby increase employment, 
he said. 


"If consumers are buying less 


at present because their in- 
comes are low, there is no 
reason to believe that they can 
afford to buy more during the 
wage freeze period," Gupta 
said. 


''If demand for goods and 


services does not rise, the in- 
vestment tax credit promised 
by 
the 
President 
cannot 


stimulate 
private investment 


and cannot therefore increase 
employment." 


Import Surtax Hurts 


The low income consumer will 


be "seriously hurt" by the new 
10% import surtax, Gupta said, 
for he has become "heavily 
dependent on low priced im- 
ports in the last few years." 


And the postponement of the 


revenue sharing and welfare 
reform programs will "unwisely 
delay the improvements in two 
areas — urban development and 
poverty — which have been 
already 
neglected 
for 
too 


long." 


Inflationary wage and price 


increases are "started by unfair 
wage agreements between the 
unions and managements in the 
key and basic industries which 
are able to pass on the in- 
creases in their production costs 
to the rest of the industries and 
businesses," Gupta said. 


Thus their regulation 
can 


control the cycle of inflation, 
he suggested. 


Productivity Boost 


"Wage increases should be 


invariably allowed to the extent 
of the rise in productivity in 
all regulated industries," 
he 


said. "Any additional 
wage 


increases must be related to the 
rise in the cost of living in- 
dex." 


Labor strikes in 
regulated 


i n d u s t r i e s 
to 
achieve 


•'unreasonable increases" must 
be prohibited, he said. 
"Meanwhile, "a price increase 


of say one or two per cent 
should 
be 
allowed without 


restraint in response to the 
changes 
in demand for the 


product of the industry. 


"But the industry should be 


required to show cause and 
obtain 
the approval of the 


government in order to raise 
price in excess of the specified 
limit." 


By regulating prices, profits 


in the key industries would also 
be 
automatically 
regulated,

The quarterbacks were ranked from one to 11 in scoring 


drives, touchdowns and field goals, long plays (20 yards 
or more), interception avoidance, first downs, and third down 
passes completed on a per play basis. 


Tagge was second to only Eddie Phillips of Texas in 


leading his team to scores (TDs or field goals). Phillips 
directed the Longhorns to a score on 49 of his 111 series or 
44.1 per cent. Tagge guided the Huskers to a score 41 times 
in 98 series, for 41.8 per cent. 


Tagge rated ahead of Plunkett in every category except 


long plays and first downs.

New Life Begins At 48 
For Fambrough At KU 


. . . FINALLY GETS HEAD COACH POST 


Editor's Note: This is the first of 1wo stories on the two 
new head football coaches in the Big Eight Conference. 


Lawrence, Kan. UP) — Don Fambrough, 


head football coach at the University of 
Kansas, is on the threshold of realizing a 
dream. 


Fambrough, 48, will be fielding HIS team 


for the first time Sept. 11 when Kansas 
takes the field against Washington State in 
Lawrence. He is one ot two new head coaches 
making their debut in the Big Eight Con- 
ference. 


Fambrough waited 23 long years to 


become the boss of the Jayhawks. The op- 
portunity was given him when Pepper 
Rodgers decided last January to move on 
to UCLA in a similar role. So, it might 
be said that life begins at 48 for Don Fam- 
brough. 


When he was named to the post, Fam- 


brough, who played at Kansas and served 
as an assistant coach here 19 of the last 
23 years, told a news conference: 


"This is really the only job I've ever 


wanted. I've been here so long. This is it 
as far as I am concerned. I realize there's 
a lot of work to be done but I've always 
felt there's a great future here at the 
University of Kansas, and I'm ready to get 
with it." 


Fambrough is a calm and collected man. 


He is steady. He demonstrated his patience 
when he waited all of those years for the 
big break.

When he was 
appointed to succeed 


Rodgers, he quipped: "I wasn't sure which 
was to come first . . . this or Social Securi- 
ty." 


Luckily, Fambrough is this type of in- 


dividual. Even before his first game, Fam- 
brough has had t\\o big setbacks. One came 
during the first days of spring practice when 
David Jaynes, sophomore quarterback, suf- 
fered a shoulder separation and was lost 
for the remainder of the spring drills. 


Several weeks later, four junior college 


transfers, at least three of whom would have 
seen considerable action, were declared in- 
eligible because of a misinterpreted rule of 
the National Collegiate Athletic Association. 
The four players will sit out a year. 


Fambrough took it all in stride. 
"We'll be a little thinner," said Fam- 


brough, "and we were pretty thin to begin 
with " 


Success has followed Fambrough around 


in all of his football undertakings. Back in 
1937 when he was a first year player at 
Long view, Tex., High School, Long view won 
the Texas schoolboy championship. 


Fambrough 
played 
his first 
college 


varsity football at Texas in 1942, and the 
Longhorns won the Southwest Conference 
crown for the first time in 12 years and 
received their first bowl invitation. 


He enrolled at Kansas in 1946, and the 


Jayhawks won the conference title for the 
first time in 16 years. The next season, 
he played with Kansas' first bowl team. 


Fambrough coached the Kansas freshmen 


in 1948. The young Ja\ hawks turned in a 
2-0 record. 


Fambrough isn't accustomed to losing. 


His teams as a player won three conference 
titles, one at Texas and two at Kansas. 
During those years, the Longhorns and the 
Jayhawks had an overall record of 24 vic- 
tories, five defeats and three ties. 


Fambrough is married to the former 


Delfred Few. The Fambroughs have two sons, 
Preston, 25, and Robert, 23.

All too many members of 


Congress shrink from taking a 
fresh look at the federal labor- 
management 
legislation 
t o 


determine whether it needs up- 
dating in this period of critical 
dollar depreciation. 


President Lyndon B. Johnson 


hinted that such reexamination 
was desirable in his State of the 


j Union message three years 
before he left the White House, 
but, recognizing that he was 
dealing with a political hot 
potato, 
he 
never 
followed 


through. 


Despite Coolness 


President Nixon, who won 


despite coolness of union leaders 
toward 
him, 
likewise 
has 


shrunken from dissecting the 
.special privileges of organized 
labor. Regarding politics as the 
art of the possible, Nixon skirts 
around the crucial issue. He has 
not supported the bill introduced 
by Sen. John Tower, Texas 
Republican, for a full dress 
hearing on labor legislation. 


If elected officials are too 


timid to acknowledge that the 
premises of 1935 are no longer 
timely, then there is danger that 
undue delay until there is a 
dramatic adverse event may 
lead 
to 
emotional 
excesses, 


which will go too far in legis- 
lating in this field. There is a 
need for unions, but they don't 
require continuing f e d e r a l 
subsidies in the form of unequal 
fiat power to dominate collective 
bargaining. 


Even if the labor vote were as 


monolithic as timid souls think, 
then patriotism should cause 
solons to risk reelection to pre- 
serve the Republic's future. 


But the idea of a monolithic 


union vote is a myth. In this 
present session, C o n g r e s s 
crossed the unions by voting 
down the SST despite strong 
union pressure for the project. 
Similarly 
until the 
eleventh 


hour, there was powerful op- 
position to helping Lockheed, 
despite union advocacy of the 
bill as a means of saving jobs. 


In Nobody's Pocket 


In 1940, John L. Lewis, presi- 


dent of the United Mine Workers 
and founder of the CIO, broke 
with President 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt and switched his sup- 
port to the Republican, Wendell 
L. Willkie. In doing so, the 
powerful Mr. Lewis, emulating 
the B r i t i s h 
parliamentary 


system, announced that, if the 
rank and file of the C.I.O. did 
not follow his cross over on 
Election Day, he would resign. 
The election 
results 
clearly 


demonstrated that the votes of 
labor were in nobody's vest 
pocket. 
In 
view 
of 
such 


repudiation at the polls, Mr. 
Lewis resigned his unpaid job as 
chief executive of the C.I.O., 
although he frugally retained his 
paid job as president of the 
United Mine Workers 


There is another aspect to this 


question. The IQ of workers is 
rising, with the majority now in 
skilled production jobs and in 
the service trades and with the 
vast diffusion in recent decades

Over and above this, 
the workingman as a family 
head wants to be a good citizen,
